The Statewide Fire Prevention Code incorporates by reference the International Fire Code, a publication of the 
International Code Council, as the basis for its technical provisions for fire safety and the protection of life and 
property from the hazards of fire and explosion. 
 
New editions of the International Fire Code become available every three years. 
 
The Board of Housing and Community Development approved final regulations on July 26, 2010 to incorporate by 
reference the 2009 edition of the International Fire Code to be used as the basis for the technical requirements of the 
regulation, after completing a full regulatory process of proposed and final regulations examining the provisions of the 
2009 edition of the International Fire Code.  Formerly, the regulation used the 2006 edition of the International Fire 
Code.  The final regulations completing that action are effective on March 1, 2011. 
 
After the publishing of the final regulations, it was discovered that a provision in the regulation stipulating the year 
edition of the International Fire Code had been inadvertently omitted from the proposed and final regulations.  The 
2006 edition of the International Fire Code was still listed as the model code incorporated by reference rather than the 
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2009 edition, even though the regulation had been through a full regulatory process to be coordinated with the 2009 
edition of the International Fire Code. 
 
This action is to simply correct that technical error by amending § 13 VAC 5-51-31A to stipulate that the 2009 edition 
of the International Fire Code rather than the 2006 edition was approved by the Board of Housing and Community 
Development.

On July 26, 2010, the Board of Housing and Community Development approved the culmination of proposed and 
final regulations which incorporated by reference of the 2009 edition of the International Fire Code to be used as the 
basis for the technical provisions of the Statewide Fire Prevention Code without identifying a provision of the 
regulation which listed the wrong year edition of the International Fire Code.  This action is necessary to correct that 
technical error.
